The wind and sca 
continued to increase with violent. guate, 
At4 pam. tho gale had visibly increased, the 
squella being much more frequent, and the 


sea minch more irregular and running at, 


times in tremendous pyramidal masses, - 
Tho Sunda behaved admirably, ond although 
heeling over considerably during the strength 
ofthe squalls, ahe shipped very little heavy 
water,but was enveloped in a continuous 
sheet of blinding spray. ‘The gale had 
‘reached its height betwoen 6 and & a.m. of 
the 24th, the roading of the barometer then 
being 20,00, but at 9 o'clock it had riseg 
four-tenths, ‘Tlie osntre of the gale was 
supposed to have passed the Sunda at.6 am, 
Shortly before noon, owing to the heavy seas 
repeatedly striking the port davits, they 
unshipped, and. the boat was smashed. to 
pieces and washed away. At noon the wea- 
ther shewed signs of moderating, and at 
midnight the weather was again fine with 3” 
frosh breeze blowing, The Sunda’s position 
at noon of the 23rd (by account) was Lat. 
29° 60’ N.. and Long, 126° 47’ 'E., and at 


noon of tho 24th (also by sooount)“Lat. ~ 


29° 17’ N, and Long, 126.25 E,, Turnehout 


Talend bearing & 61° W. 870 miles, Al-
